Tbe Public Lauds, 

In Tuesday'* edition of this journal 
appeared a oommunioalion highly sug- 
gestive of useful thought. The first idea 
ia that the most profound ignorance 
pervades all classes of tue community 
respecting the roBourcoB, aad more es- 
pecially trip agricultural resources, of the 
Colony. Repeated allusion has boon 
made in these columns to the faot that 
oton this by no moaus extensive Islaud 
is atill for the most part a sort of terra 
incognita, — that, beyond the mere 
fritigeB of it, comparatively coining is 
really known. But it is to another 
phase of this ignorance that wo would 
mora particaUrly advert. Although the 
immense aweep» of rich prairie and delta 
lands on the Lower Fraser have boon 
known lor a full decade, have been the 
subject of frequent newspaper articles, 
and hauo,to aome slight extent bean taken 
op by thtifty Bottlers who are rapidly 
tending to afflaenoo.yet a prominent end 
intelligent member of iho principal 
community ha-*, to his evident amnze- 
m«nt, just discovered the faot 1 How 
many are there in the Colony who know, 
and who knowing believe, that there is 
between the Mouth of tbe Fraser and 
the t<iwn of Hope a sufficiency of open 
land of the very richest kind, and lor 
tbe most p«rt ready for the plough, to 
furnish Homesteads for ten to Gfleen 
thousand lamiliee 7 Yel such is an un. 
dL-niatile fact. In thus sinking out tbo 
country diained by the Lower Fra»er, 
it rau-t not be inferred that, this region 
p.iese-Mes a monoply of such land. I 
ii only selected as a convenient illustrat- 
ion ol the general --ut'jeoi. >or should 
it be tufer ed that out oorrcspoud jot ol 
Tuenday is, »h far as relates t» the 
•object in hand, ignorant above all 
dwellor* in the Colony ; for quite the 
contrary is the faot. His due is merely 
taken to illuairate that of hundreds 
more. The next, aud, perhaps, the most 
pri'Otical idea presetted to the mind is 
the utter ina<iequaoy of existing rg>m< 
ilation, »r, iierhapa, it would be more 
eonnouant with fact to kuy the total ab- 
Utioe of any ornauization tor conduct- 
or the would-be settler to a desirable 
Homestead. A new comer needs direc- 
tion, if uot euo ooragtMiient ; and wo 
must »ie peruiittod to say, what is leally 
nuking new, tuut there doe* not appear 
to exist in the Landa Department the 
mtaoa adequate lor that purpose. Wo 
1W tbat wo are quite Justified in saying 
that oaauy a valuable settler has be^n 
lost to too colony just because there wua 
no means of discovering a suitable 
Homestead, although there is, in real- 
ity, no HOarcity of the most desirablo 
■nd inviting laud awaiting settlemont, 
It wills ill be within the recollection of 
•..me of our renders that, during lust 
session ol the Legislative Council, an 
•flort was made to obtain a select Com- 
mittee for the purposo of enquiring into 
the management of the Lauds and Works 
Department, with a view ot making such 
■nggealiotis as might tend to iucrea-e 
tbe efficiency thenof The attempt wa< 
defrated by an overwhelming vote, a 
result which wo cannot but tbii.k was 
obiefly owing to misapprehension in re- 
gard to- the spirit by which the support- 
ers- of tbe resolution wero animated. 
The bend of the Department, while por- 
aonally not objecting to the enquiry, op- 
posed it upon general principles, claim- 
ing that tbe movement inopliod some- 
thing w rong in the Department, aud that, 
mr a matter of principle, it would never 
do to admit a precedent which would 
rend r any and every public depart, 
ment liiibie to become the Bubjeot ol en- 
quiry, upon a mere resolution of tho 
Houao. That there wus *oino forca in 
the objeotion must be admitted, and that 
the attempt was not made in tho wisest 
possible way we will not deny ; yet, 
feeling, as we do, that the solo do^iro 
was to pp'tno e i bo public interest, and 
to do it with as little unpleasantness 
possible, we must ever regret that the 
majority who voted to throw out the re- 
solution altogether did not assist the 
minority in so modifying and amending 
tbe mode of procedure so as to enable all 
to nnite in one common effort to rendei 
tho admtnistra iou of the moat iojpor;ant 
public department more adapted to the 
wants of the country. Tbero was no 
intention, at least on tbo part of a ma- 
jority ol tho-e whose vote were record* 
ett with the ayes on the resolution in 
question, to find fault with per»oo«. It 
was 'bu»y«iein that tin y desired to im- 
pr Ve ; and every week'd exnerie Ce 
Only :ends lot-how how much the syuteui 
ueeo* iivrov men'. Lu that Departmeni 
ehould l'e «-x ui tut-ed a panoramic view, so 
to fpt>.il£, ■ 1 evrry district which may be 
partially set led or inviting so'tloiH, 
in icatiug Hi'* lots taken up a d those 
OVVO lor p-eemptiou or purchase, ton 
geitM'i with the lucent p rsiblo infor- 
mation rrsproting the character of tho 
land both occupied and unoccupied, and, 
geceraliy, all soon inltrmation as woulu 
©uatde tue ln.entli' g cottier to conio to 
an in elUgent cnnclusion ol a suflieiently 
d-fiuno uatiiro to wurrunt ,bo trouble 
aid expense of a journey to whutevei 
I- oallty might appear o promise the 
greatest advantage. And even then i 1 
iu questionable whetb r it would not be 
well that he should be lurniabed with a 
guide; for it mu't never be forgotten 
that ti'b*o settlers are woMh from one 
thousand tn fifteen bundrod dollars a 
Diet* to the colony. Such lnformutiuu, 
&iagreatl> to bo feared tho Depart- 



ment does not now possess tho moans 
of imparting. In truth tho circum 
etanoes undor whioh the intending sett, 
lor ia Bent out are suoh as to render a 
hunt for land in British Columbia too 
much like Bonding a ship to sou without 
a rudder or compass, or, to usoastill 
mere homely illustration, like a search 
for a needle in a hay*ttiok. This quos 
tion of udjusUt'g tho administration of 
tho public lands to tho wants of tho 
colony loses noue of its importance in 
viow of Confederation, inasmuch as the 
right to deal with theso lauds will not 
bo transferred to Ottawa. 



" Present Aspect of Caribao." 

Under this heading tho Sentinel of 
tho 20th has a sensible aud hopeful 
article, A falling oil in the aggregate 
out-put is admitted ; but it is claimed 
that the gross yield of tho mines is not 
the truo gauge of assured prosperity. 
The deep diggiugs of tho pi osont, with 
their steadier yield, and tho greater fix- 
edness impartod to population must be 
regarded as more than an equivalent for 
the fabulous alrikoa of by gono days; 
while tho disposition to brin.> the forces 
of Boiono and capital to bear upon 
ground and lodgo hitherto untouohod 
gives promise of bettor times in tho not 
distan L fnture. There can he no doubt 
about tho correctness of this view. If 
those diggings whioh jiolded a for tun? 
in a week had their advantages they, 
had their disadvantages too. While they 
lasted all was feverish unrest, aud men 
ran to and Iro lookiug for 'Aladdiudirt ' 
wero un willi ug to bestow their lulior 
up in ground that would not give 
fabulous returns. Thus everything 
was unsettled, und thu great masses 
wore, as a matter of course, Unemploy- 
ed. It to >k time and tho stem touch- 
ing of udvei'shy to bring a pooplo s 
dissipatfd and excited, down to mod- 
erate ideas and common earnings ; and 
it is a mat' or of no surprise that, all 
wore not apt soliolai 8.

It is now, 
wbeu tho gold miuer consutnoi for tho 
most part tho productions of tho c Junlry 
and when, tho masses aro taking out 
wugos and upwards, that the develop- 
m ntotour mines really contribute tu 
permanent prosperity It is question - 
ublo whether in earlier times their de- 
velopment did not turd to colonial im- 
poverishment, Every iutoro t is now 
upon a better basis, and we quite con- 
cur in the view put torvvard by our con- 
temporary that alter all the day of small 
things in this nsiect may li uly bt 
regasded as iho day of good things.

The Monarch ol ike Seas. 

Talk about yoor King Williams and your 
Dunderbergs and Blunderbergs. Bab ! 

Tbe turrot ship Captain, commanded by 
Captain W. T. Burgoyoo, went to tea for 
tbe first time a month or two ago, In com* 
pany with the Monarch and Volage she 
directed bar course to ihe Bay ol Hit-cay, and 
throughout her cruite from the 16th of May 
to tbe 6ib of June, experienced all kinds of 
weather. Tbe Captain is the first vessel of 
this kind built under the direot supervision 
of Captain Cowper Coles, ia the famous ship- 
building yard ot Meiers. Laird, Birkenhead. 
The problem which Captain Coles wished to 
solve was, bow to build a turret-ship with 
low free-board, which should be able to 
keep tbe ocean at nil seatons, and also to 
fight her guns in the beaviott weather. 
Apparently tbe solution bat been found in 
the Captain. The Monarch, which brought 
over tbe remains of Mr Peabody to America, 
is well known as among the most magnifi- 
cent specimens of naval architecture evor 
produoed, aud in tbe late oruiss was mag- 
nificently handled by apioked crew, familiar 
wiib and proud of their favorite ship, while 
it was just the revorse with tbo Caplaia. Yot 
both in Builiu£ and fighting qualities the 
latter was generally thought superior. Ad 
"eyo witness" says : — 

''Upon the boisterous morning ol May 30tb 
Vic6-Admirul Sir Thomas M. C. Symouds, 
Commander of the Channel Squadron, Bhowed 
his determination to put tbe lighting powers 
of the Captain to a severe but practical test. 
At 9 a. m. signal was made from bis flagship, 
the Minotaur, for tbo Captain to furl sail and 
tiro her 'zH-loa guns with baltaiiug charges 
und shot. Tbe Admiral kept olceo to her io 
tbe Minotaur, placing himself on her bow- 
quarter or beam, so as he might closely 
witch her behavior aod firing. The ship was 
placed broadside on to tho sea, and tbe guns 
were fired to windward, and then whirled 
round in every position with regard to the 
sea, the turret being trained by steam in all 
directions. Nothing oould exceed tho ease 
and precision with which the gur*s and 
turret were worked, nor was there any incon- 
venience experienced io tba turret from tbe 
influx of water. On a prior occasion — tbe 
25tb of May — tbe Admiral ordered the Cap- 
tain to get up steam aod follow Lira. She 
was then ordered io fire at a mark, while tbe 
Minotaur lay close at hand to wa ch tbe 
movement of the Captain's guns and turrets, 
and Ihe direction of Ihe shot. At this mo- 
ment is wrB blowing bard, with a heavy 
sea, but not a whole gale. A target was 
dropped over board, imd when 1,000 yards 
to windward of the Captain she commanded 
firing. Tbe third GOO-pouoder shot demolished 
the target ; upon wbioh tbe Admiral mads 
ihe sicnal, "Well done, Captain.'' (Later iu 
the day Sir Thomas Symonds plaoed tbo 
Ccpiain in every ooDctivablo po>itioa at 
retards tbe tea, training ber turrets ia every 
direction, firing repeatedly with blank car- 
tridges, aod tcratinbiog ber altitudes and 
behaviour with watcbtul viligance, At the 
conclusion of tbe day be made signal, "Tell 
Captain Coles I am much plaited." 

Tbe Captain and Monarch are not mare 
bulks to creep about the mouths ol harbors, 
&c., but real sea-going cruisers, and are 
universally acknowledged to be the two most 
formidable ships.of war afloat. 

Tbe first trip of a vettel never dees it full 
justice. Deficiencies will be found coming 
io light only uj on eotual trial, and this was 
tbe case with the Captain. In tpita, how 
ever, of all this, the trial was acknowledged 
by all to havo been most satisfactory. A 
vis-tol tbst can fire a six hundred pound bul- 
let and smash with it a target st a diftance 
of a thousand yardr, and that io a gale of 
of wind, must be a very fotmidaole machine 
both lor offensive aid defensive warfare. In 
si art tbe C iptain won high laurels for ber- 
sell, in tbe esijmatioo of ber officers and 
crew, aa a fiml rale sea boat, furnished with 
ijood and ci'mfottabis accomiuodai ion, per- 
leutly venliUted, aid, finally, as tbe most 
lormiduble fighting macnine that, in Iheir 
opinion, wus ever yet sent to sea.
